There is one serious misstep, though. It has to do with the notorious 
paradox that Russell discovered in the spring of 1901: the paradox of the 
set of all sets that don’t contain themselves as members. (Think of the 
barber of Seville, who shaves all men, and only those men, who do not shave 
themselves. Does this barber shave himself or not? Either possibility yields 
a contradiction.)
